The physicians says that Mr. Barnum 
had no o rganic disease whatever, the en­ 
feebled heart actio n, which had been aj>- 
parent to r the past tew mo nths, being due 
to a gradual failure of his general mental 
po wers, resulting fro m o ld age.

These fellows, about two hundred in 
number, deserted from Bee, and p rowl­ 
ed about, with imp unity, as the Fed­ 
eral troop s were on the p oint of oc­ 
cup ying Brownsville. 
At th at time, Pierce Randolp h, a 
native of Ohio, and his lovely young 
wife had to p ass from Brownsville to 
Nueces County to disp ose of some 
stock and other p rop erty which he 
owned there. 
They p roceeded on their journey, 
without having encountered anything 
to disturb their felicity, until they a r­ 
rived at Rancho Santa Rita, where, 
finding no inmates, they continued 
on their way for about two leagues, 
when they heard the stilled sobs of a 
child anti the wailing ot an infant. 
Alighting from the abidance, they 
p enetrated through the chap arral, and 
were astonished to behold a lady, with 
three children; crouching in terror un­ 
der the bushes, 
It was Mrs, Barlow, 
a German lady, ofthe Jewish faith.

elers. She was waiting there for a 
ferry-boat, as it was near the river, 
and was utterly p rostrated. 
Her husband, Jeff Barlow, had ls*en 
sheriff of Brownsville, but esp ousing 
the Federal cause, he left the city, and 
returned to his ranch at Santa Rita. 
Mrs. Barlow’s story was truly heart­ 
rending; she stated th at early in the 
morning, Adrian Vidal, the Mexican 
cap tain, took a cow belonging to some 
of her laborers, and, with daring im­ 
p unity, was in the act of killing it be­ 
fore tlie house.

Points on the M anner of Detectln» 
C ounterfeit Pap er. 
“I/et me give you a few p oints oi 
the best way to detect a counterfei 
note,” says an authority 011 the sub­ 
ject in the Boston Transcrip t. “ Ex­ 
p erts don't judge so much by the ap - 
¡» earance of the bill as they do by its 
‘feel;’ th at is, by the way it slip s 
through the fingers, but it takes years 
of exp erience tq acquire the necessary 
fine touch and even then it is not a l­ 
ways reliable. Every bill is lettered 
and numbered, and there is a connec­ 
tion between the numbers and the let­ 
ters which is made in such a way th at 
when you know about it you can tell 
a genuine bill alm ost at a glance. 
W hat are known as the char u*ter let­ 
ters of a bill are p laced on either side 
qi the central figure or vignette, and 
are A, B, C’, and D only. The letters 
stamp ed in colors before ant) after the 
numbers have nothing to do 
the 
case 
a 
counterfeit 
goes, 
but 
those 
engraved on the bill in the p laces men­ 
tioned 
are 
rightly 
named char­ 
acter letters, since they 
serve, iq 
connection with the numbers, to show 
if the bill is genuine. Now sup p ose 
you have a bill numbered 
1 2 92 2 8*2 6. 
The character letter on sqch a bill 
should be B. Why? If you take the 
last two figures, which are 2 6, and di­ 
vide them by 5, you will have a re­ 
mainder of 2. Now B is the second 
letter of the alp habet, and the remain­ 
der after dividing the last two figures 
by 4 must in every case be th a t rep ­ 
resented by the numerical p osition of 
the first four letters of tho alp habet. 
T hat is, when one is leftover the char­ 
acter letter should be C, and when 
there is 110 remainder the letter should 
be D. When this rule fails to work on 
any bill you come across you can bet 
as many more as you can raise th at 
the bill is counterfeit. I t’s rather 
strange, but it’s still another fact th at 
the counterfeiters have not caught on 
to this little scheme of Uncle Sam’s 
currency sharp s, and th a t they slap 
in their letter, and numbers without 
any regard to the relation th a t ought 
to be between them.

Cuts. 
In treating ordinary cuts, cleanliness 
and care are generally more requisite 
th at skill. If the cut be extensive, or 
an artery, vein or any other imp or­ 
tan t p art be injured, it becomes a 
more urgent m atter. 
Accidental cuts 
from knives, cutting tools, scythes, Ac, 
are more likely to occqr on the face 
and limbs than on the tody. AJl th at 
is requisite in general, is to briqg the 
p arts together as accurately as p ossble 
and to bind them up : this is usually 
done by adhesive p laster, when the 
cut ceases to bleed. Nothing is 89 
good for this p urp ose as p ap er p revi­ 
ously \yqsfoed over oq one sicfe with 
thick gum-watfr, antf tfieq dried; 
when used jt is only to be slightly 
wettp d with the tongue. When the 
cut bip eds but little, it is well to soak 
the p art in warm water for a few 
minutes, or to keep a wet cloth on it. 
This removes inflammation and p ain, 
and also a tendency to fainting, which 
a cut gives some p ersons. If the bleed­ 
ing be too cop ious, dab the p art with 
a rag wetted with creosote. If the

Nectar.—Chop half a pound of rais­ 
ins in the sun, one pound of powdered 
loaf sugar, two lemons sliced, and the 
peel of one. Put them into an earth­ 
en vessel, with two gallons of water, 
the water having been boiled half an 
hour, and put them in while the water 
is boiling. Let it stand three or four 
days, stirring it twice a day, then 
strain it, and in a fortnight it will be 
ready for use. 
Silvering LooKino-glasses.—1Take 
a sheet of tinfoil, and spread it upon 
a table; then rub mercury upon it with 
a hare’s foot till the two metals incor­ 
porate. Lay the plate of glass upon 
it, and load it with weights, which will 
have the effect of pressing out the 
excess of mercury th a t was applied to 
the tin-foil. In a few hours the tin­ 
foil will adhere to the glass and con­ 
vert it into a mirror. About two 
ounces of mercury are sufficient for 
covering three square feet of gl iss.

quartern; 
warm milk and water, one pint aud a 
half; yeast, a quarter of ^ pint; salt, 
two Ounces; mix for fifteen minutes;

One could 
easily imagine he saw a woman who 
cared nothing for man’s love, but who 
delighted in the possession of gold 
and jewels, false as the most captiva­ 
ting siren, and ever willing to throw 
womanly virtue to the winds for a new 
lover, capable of gratifying her desire 
for jewels. ' Her acting was perfect, 
and when bereft of her reason in the 
last act, while in the mausoleum of 
the Romani family, her pleadings 
were pitiful. This was the first piece 
of acting during the play, and gave 
to both Miss Field and Mr. Lawrence 
an qpportumty to display their fullest 
ability. 
Miss Field’s emotion and 
Mr.1 Lawrence’s portrayal of a man 
whose idol had proved false, and whose 
sole desire was the worst kind of re­ 
venge, called for numerous outbursts 
bf applause.—New York Clipper.
